loss of SBS telecasting 
due to its unequalled 
quality. 

SBS has goals in the 
net. The ASF should not 
move unless it has a bet- 
ter proposal in the bag. 


Presenter Les Murray 
and match commentator 
Mike Hill, as well as 
Andy Paschalidis and 
Johnny Warren, work to 
a standard that is unsur- 
passed in the world, 
under Soccer head 
Dominic Galati. 

And that applies to 
the huge budget sports 
televisions of the United 
States and Europe. 


There has been some 
speculation that the 
ASF action is in reprisal 
for SBS securing Aus- 
tralian television rights 
for the next three World 
Cups. 

One commerial net- 
work has indicated in- 
terest in Soccer, but it is 
not yet apparent that 
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they would move into 
the code in any depth. 

A guarded Ian Bru- 
sasco commented: ‘‘Any 
announcement on this 
subject will only be re- 
leased at the relevant 
time.” 

Meanwhile, the ASF 
chief is quietly doing the 
rounds in a bid to in- 
crease the ASF’s 
sponsorship pool. 

Regarding sugges- 
tions that a huge Victo- 
tian Health Fund 
sponsorship is under 
way, he conceded that 
the Fund was one of a 
number of high-profile 
organisations with 
whom he is talking.

Urukalo and Avala 
to part company?

MICHAEL Urukalo and new State League 
club Avala are to part company before a 


single ball is kicked in 


It is only the first 
amongst a number of 
anticipated bombshells 
to hit the New South 
Wales scene in the next 
few weeks. 

Amidst rumours of 
severe cuts that will trim 
the size of semi-pro- 
fessional outfits from 
three divisions to two 
for 1989, the announce- 
ment that Urukalo is no 
longer with Avala came 
as a total surprise. 

He signed with Avala 
late in July this year for 
another season in one of 
the best deals a coach 
has had in State League 
football. 

His reported salary of 
over $30000 for 1989 
was designed to keep 
Avala in top company. 

However, after retur- 
ning from Australia’s 
youth team victory over 
Saudi Arabia in Singa- 
pore, Urukalo was sum- 
moned to a meeting with 
the Avala officials. He 
was informed that the 
club wished to alter 
parts of the contract 
which would effectively 
lower the salary of the 
coach by some $12000. 

The Avala committee 
asked Urukalo to place 
his club before his in- 
volvement with the Aus- 
tralian youth team. An 
assistant coach was also 
picked by the com- 
mittee.

Healthy Sunshine sponsorship

AS we went to 
press for the last 
time in 1988, Mel- 
bourne NSL outfit 
Sunshine George 
Cross was set to 
announce a three- 
year, six-figure 
sponsorship deal 
with the Health 


Foundation. 
At the same time, the

Federation may be ab- 
out to lose the backing 
of Buffalo Sports and 
Pacific Timber.

by NSL chairman Sam 
Papasavas at the club’s 
presentation dinner on 
Monday evening. 

““We are very, very 


happy and proud to 
have this organisation 
coming into the world of 
Soccer,’’ Zahra told 
ASW. 

“The club has been 
negotiating for this for 
such a long time.” 

Meanwhile, the VSF 
might be about to lose 
two of its biggest back- 
ers in Buffalo Sports, 
official VSF sponsor, 
and its State League 
sponsor Pacific Timber. 

Buffalo Sports boss 
Eane Whitton has been 
outspoken in his critic- 
ism of certain aspects of 
his involvement with the 
VSF and stated his view 
that some of the mem- 
bers of the board are 
“totally non-produc- 
tive.” 

“‘We still haven't 
heard from anyone at 
the VSF regarding 
sponsorship for next 
season and that offends 
me,’’ Whitton told 
ASW. 

“We've been a spon- 
sor for 10 years and we 
certainly don’t expect to 
have to go chasing them. 

“The least I would ex- 
pect is a phone call. In- 
stead, ’'m now reading 
that they are looking for 
a new sponsor. 

“At the moment, we 
are considering running 
a Buffalo-sponsored in- 
door cup.” 

Pacific Timber head, 
and Croydon City presi- 
dent, Mike Antolos con- 
firmed that he was not

NSW to tighten up

AFTER cametetee. 
the long drawn-out 
Screening process 
for membership of 
its 1989 competi- 
tions, the NSW Soc- 
cer Federation still 
has a number of on- 
going tasks. 

State League clubs 
should be required to 
present audited finan- 
cial statements each 
year, and be obliged to 
adopt either the Com- 
panies Code or the 
NSW Association In- 
corporation Act require- 
ments. 

This year the Federa- 
tion has waited until the 
very last moment to 
allow clubs to straighten 
their financial affairs 
with the Federation. 

In fact, clubs in de- 
fault had until Monday to 
make final payments, 
with only either bank 
cheques or cleared che- 
ques acceptable. 

But that, of course, 
does not vouch for the 
stability of clubs vis-a- 
vis other debtors. 

It is something that 
NSW can learn from the 
tragic financial history of 
a number of the Natio- 
nal League clubs. 

Audited statements 
meeting current Federal 
and Siate legislation are 
vital. 

And then there is the 
matter of day-to-day 
control of the two semi- 
professional divisions. 

A system akin to the 
relationship between 
the Australian Soccer 
Federation and the 
National League should 
be considered. 

There is a case — 
and a strong one indeed 
— that the clubs in- 
volved in a major com- 
petition should have a 
separate administration 
to that which applies to 
general Federation 
affairs and the conduct 
of the amateur divisions. 

Promotion of matches 
is vital, and being bog- 
ged down with protests 
and fixtures of divisions 
from 3 to 6 has nothing 
to do with putting the 
game before the Soccer

The allocation of 
clubs to divisions for 
1989 was not available 
when ASW went to 
press, but the Australian 
Institute of Sport should 
be in the First Division. 

There should be no 
fooling around with the 
question this time. The 
advantages to Austra- 
lian Soccer are self-evi- 
dent. 

In 1988, there were 
clubs who let player 
payments run in arrears 
by a couple of months. 

In future the Federa- 
tion will have to put a 
ceiling on total pay- 
ments to players in each 
particular club. 

This will vary from 
case to case, depending 
on the financial standing 
of each club and the 
socio-economic position 
with its district or 
following. 

Some have greater 
resources than others, 
but all need to balance 
their books. 

The NSL has more 
than one club which has 
gone perilously close to 
losing their licensed 
clubs. Another lost its 
club. 

Others have strug- 
gled out of trouble and 
masses of debts, by the

skin of their teeth. 

It is difficult to discern 
the slightest improve- 
ment in the manner in 
which the NSL is hand- 
ling its clubs in this 
regard. 

This should be the 
opportunity for the NSW 
Federation to show the 
way in which club finan- 
cial affairs must be con- 
ducted. 

NSW would be very 
lucky indeed if it got 
everything right the first 
time around. 

There won't, for ex- 
ample, be an adequate 
contact between clubs 
and associations at this 
early stage. 

But an ongoing pro- 
cess of reform has be- 
gun, and must be car- 
ried on down the years. 

The game deserves no 
less. 

In Australia the 
haphazard must be re- 
placed by highly skilled 
planning.

Brazil beaten! 


Paraguay achieve impossible

PARAGUAY caused the biggest upset in international Indoor Soccer history when they 
pried the world title away from mighty Brazil, 2-1, at the Melbourne Sports and 


Entertainment Centre. 


In a shock result 
which ended Brazil’s un- 
beaten 31-year run in 
the game (over 920 
matches without defeat) 
Paraguay played on the 
weak spots in their 
opponents’ line-up. 

Curious though it may 
sound, Brazil did have 
teal flaws. Their starting 
line-up of Pazzini, Car- 
valho, Sobrinho, Basso 
and Ortiz seemed 
almost indestructible 
and unbeatable — that 
was until the final. 

Geraldo Sobrinho, 
known simply as 
‘Gerald’, was forced out 
of the big match after 
only five minutes with 
torn ankle ligaments — 
a monumental blow .. . 
as in many people’s eyes 
he was the player of the 
tournament although 
the media voted his cap- 
tain, Mauro Carvalho, 
tops. 

If Sobrinho’s injury 
was a turning point, 
then Carvalho’s sending 
off proved Brazil’s 
vulnerability under 
pressure. They no lon- 
ger would be able to 
field their base five play- 
ers and the depth in the 
Brazilian squad was 
sorely found out. 

For years Paraguay 
has promised to be the 
first team to topple Bra- 
zil from the top spot in

Australia — little known on the 

world football scene — manages to 
defeat World Cup holders Argentina 4-1 is 
certainly a remarkable one. 

When it became known that Argentina and Brazil 
would visit for the Bicentennial Gold Cup, the cry 
went up: “Will the standard of these teams be up to 
their best?” 

Well, if not quite up to their best, the ability of the 
players and teams from those famous Soccer coun- 
tries was an eye-opener. 

No Maradona, but many other superstars. 

What happened was sufficient to show that the best 
teams can be brought here and the Socceroos can do 
extremely well against them. 

There is not doubt that, given the necessary stan- 
dard of promotion, Australian Soccer fans would 
turn out in greater numbers to top-quality contests. 

The process of building the game would be greatly 
enhanced. 

The big task that falls to the Australian Soccer 
Federation and its new administration is to put its 
promotion department in order. 

It has to be done initially on a limited budget, but 
nevertheless it must be done. 

The public will believe, providing that it is given an 
early lead. 

Overseas countries often have their international 
match programmes set years ahead. 

Australia must more and more work that way, 
following up on the vital pre-booking of World Cup 
and other competition matches. 

International transport is improving. There are 
more links with Asia and South America. 

Over the next 10 years there will be up to 20 more 
airlines serving Australia. 

Communications have been revolutionised almost 
beyond belief. Australian Soccer must tap into this 
position as well. 

The Commonwealth is still in the Antipodes. But if 
Queensland can bring in one million tourists to Expo, 
then Soccer should be capable of handling a few more 
top international football teams. 

In the Olympic Games arena, it was pleasing to see 
the national team advance to the quarter final round. 

As with the 1974 World Cup finals exercise, it is 
necessary to move into the arena of better club 
football. 

In this respect 1975 was a failure. Let’s hope 1989 
won't follow the same pattern. 

The ASF will have to work with the National 
League so that the issue of improved and more 
crowd-pleasing club football can be conquered at 
last.

After 30 
hours of preparation 
together (which we had 
to pay for ourselves), we 
went to challenge teams 
who had spent up to 
1000 hours of professio- 
nal preparation. Yet we 
were still competitive. 

Most of the problems 
surely stem from certain 
administrators. They 
must have neglected to 
tell Mr Cooke of the 
appointment four years 
ago of a well-paid Natio- 
nal Executive Director. ~ 

In these four years | 
believe the total sponsor- 
ship received by the 
national team would not 
have equalled 20% of the 
NED's yearly salary! 

Yet the administrators 


manage to spend 
$10,000 a year on meet- 
ings! 


All this whilst we paid 
$850 each for the trip to 
China! (our accomada- 
tion and airfare was paid 
for by FIFA and our 
Chinese hosts). 

What was the $850 
spent on you ask? So do 
we! 

Fleecy-lined tracksuits 
that are oversized, ugly, 
had to be worn in 35°C. 

We had to wear a strip 
that may have fit an 
under 15 side if they were 
flat-chested. 

Our coach had to cut 
holes in the seams of 
many shirts simply to fit 
over girls’ chests (these 
girls normally wear a size 
12). 

We played tug of war 
with our socks so they 
would reach our knees. 
Not quite good enough 
for $850 is it? 


As far as conduct of 
the players goes, there 
was one official for every 
three players on tour and 
no one to liaise with back 
home.

No-one 
in Australia knew exactly 
what was happening until 
we rang from China 
ourselves, 

With all this officialdom 
on tour, if a player is 
guilty of misconduct, 
surely, they can hold a 
judiciary of some sort 
and solve the problem 
immediately. 

Unfortunately, | consid- 
er our officials don't have 
the outlook to make such 
important decisions to 
take the pressure off the 
team before a quarter- 
final clash. 

They wait until four 
months later and drop 
players without a word. Is 
it any wonder the senior 
players who have en- 
dured this situation for 
many years are now be- 
ginning to stand up for 
themselves?

THE latest phase in the turbulent career of 
Bernd Schuster, the West German midfield 
player who joined Real Madrid from Barce- 
Jona in June, may end with a prison sent- 
ence for tax evasion. 

The Spanish authorities have charged Schuster 
with avoiding the payment of more than $70,000 in 
1985, when he was playing for Barcelona. No date 
has been set for the trial but, if convicted, he could 
be fined $60,000 and jailed for up to a year. 

Most foreign players in Spain have their taxes 
paid by their clubs but, as in many other respects, 
Schuster’s case is different. 

He spent most of the last three years in a bitter 
dispute with Barcelona which ended only when he 
moved to Real Madrid. 

Even his departure was galling for Barcelona 
supporters: he moved to their great rivals and, be- 
cause his contract had expired, Barcelona received 
no fee. 

Which is not to say that Schuster has foregone 
financial benefit. He is likely to receive at least $6 
million in various payments over three years, a sum 
which will be greatly increased if Real Madrid are 
successful. 

But success is by no means guaranteed: since he 
burst upon the international scene in the 1980 Euro- 
pean championship, when he was the outstanding 
player in the suctessful West German team, his 
achievements have been occasional and he has made 
the headlines for his behaviour off the field as with 
his play on it.

They paid $6 million 
to buy Brazilian debt on 
the secondary market 
for a 25 per cent dis- 
count. They then cashed 
in the debt for Brazilian 
cruzeiros — a practice 
that the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment encourages. 

Next, Philips paid the 
cruzeiros to Vasco de 
Gama, the team that 
owned the rights to 
Romario, so that it 
could send him to Ein- 
dhoven. 

Since Brazil is a major 
producer of Soccer 
stars, some bankers and 
Brazilian officials joked 
that selling the rights to 
Brazilian players could 
be an effective way to 
reduce Brazil’s debt. 

This year alone, 18 
world-class Brazilian 
players have signed con- 
tracts with European 
clubs.
